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Boy, 2, Swept 
Into Walnut 
Creek, Drowns 


COVINA — A 2-year-old boy was swept into 
Walnut Creek and drowned near here Monday but 
his twin brother was rescued before he too was 
swept away. 
The victim, Douglas Allen Buchanan, 4034 Ly­ 
man Ave., and his brother, Dallas, either climbed or 
tumbled beneath a fence bordmg the creek on a 
slope about 200 feel from their home. Powerful 
water from recent storms had cut ground away 
from beneath it. 
Douglas fell into the stream which ranged from 
two to seven feet deep and from 20 to 30 feet 
across. It was moving swiftly. 
The twins’ mother, Mrs. Avon Buchanan, 27. 
missed the boys and went looking for them just 
after 11 a.m. She heard a noise from the creek 
area and investigated. She found Dallas hanging 
onto the fence with his feet in the creek. She freed 
him but couldn’t find Douglas. 
She called firemen and they and sheriff's depu­ 
ties patrolled the creek downstream. About 45 min­ 
utes later at Puente Avenue and Reeder Street, a 
half mile away, two spectators saw Douglas’ arm 
sticking from the water. The men, Phillip B. Gon­ 
zales, 23, 330 E. Mala St., Ontario, and William H. 
Coleman, 26, Monterey Park, jumped in and pulled 
out the boy. Firemen couldn’t revive him and he 
was pronounced dead at Covina Inter - Community 
Hospital. 
The creek was filled with water being let off 
from Puddingstone Reservoir. It eventually winds 
up in the San Gabriel River. 


Reagan on TV 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP)—Gov. 
Reagan 
goes 
on 
prime-time television tonight for the Premier of his 
1969-70 budget. 
He will appear on Channel 11 at 7:30 p.m. 
The governor will appear with Finance Director 
Caspar Weinberger on statewide color television to 
explain the budget to the public. 
Reagan also will discuss again the 10 per cent 
personal income tax cut he promised during a simi­ 
lar television report last week. 
Tonight’s program was filmed two weeks ago. 
“ It’s an attempt by the governor to explain to the 
people the budget, which is a very complicated 
thing,” said Paul Beck, Reagan’s press secretary. 
Reagan has decided to adopt an entirely new 
style of budget this year—a “program budget.” It 
will list the statewide cost of the eentire program, 
rather than an individual breakdown of the cost of 
separate institutions in each program. 
Another new twist is the television report itself. 
This ft the first time Reagan has planned to give 
the public a direct, detailed explanation of the 
budget.

salem, padlocked their shops in 
protest at the handling of the 
demonstration. 


Disturbances in that city were 
sparked by fierce unrest in the 
Gaza Strip, 75 miles to the 
southwest.

tary vehicle a few minutes after 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe

MIAMI (UPI) — Stewardess 
Maggie Row popped into the 
cabin of the National Airlines 
Flight 11 with a newsy, “Guess 
what?” 
Michael A. Peparo, 21-year- 
old New York student answered 
the question: “ I want to go to 
Havana,” he told Capt. Harry L. 
Davis, 47, and flight engineer 
Harry L. Hendrickson, 38, both 
from Miami. 
But Peparo, who was accom­ 
panied by his girlfriend, was 
foiled in his attempt to become 
the 13th hijacker of the year by

The plane landed safely 
in Miami.

Nixon Will Seek Improved 
Relations With Red China 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. intelli­ 
gence reports say there are 
from 1,500 to 3,000 North Viet­ 
namese troops inside the Demili­ 
tarized Zone between North and 
South Vietnam it was learned 
today. 
The U.S. Command would not 
comment on enemy strength in 
the 
six-mile-wide 
strip

stretches 40 miles across Viet­ 
nam. But it was learned from 
other reliable sources that intel­ 
ligence places three to six North

Council Proposes Merging 
Some City, School Elections 


Pomona voters apparently will 
decide April 8 whether they 
want to make fewer trips to the 
polls to vote on the same candi­ 
dates and issues. 
The City Council attempted 
Monday 10 consolidate some of 
the elections that take place in 
the city — a move that would 
result in saving taxpayers’ dol­ 
lars while at the same time 
requiring voters at the polls less 
often. 
Members agreed to submit a 
city charter amendment to the 
voters allowing a change in 
election dates. 
But there were many ques­ 
tions raised, both from legal 
and practical standpoints, on 
whether it would be possible to 
consolidate two of the possible 
five elections Pomona voters 
will face in less than a year’s 
time. 
The council asked members 
of the Pomona Unified School 
District school board attending

Dentist Says 


The Tri-County Dental Society 
is observing National Children’s 


Dental Health Week, through 


Saturday. 


As part of the 21st observ­ 
ance, Dr. Don E. Tweedie, local 
dental 
health 
chairman, 
this 
week discussed recent 
scien­ 
tific discoveries of the American 
Dental Association and outlined 
the more important aspects of 
good mouth care. 


He pointed out that the out­ 
look is very optimistic for com­ 
plete control 
of tooth decay 
within the next 10 to 20 years, 
due to recent findings with the 
enzyme dextranase. 


“ This coupled with flouridat- 
ed water and direct applications 
of flouride solutions to the teeth 
and regular toothbrushing with 
a flouridated dentifrice can re­ 
duce decay as much as 90 per 
cent,” he said. 
He explained that even with 
modern discoveries, the b e s t 
way to prevent tooth decay is 
to o b s e r v e the four dental 
health rules of cutting down on 
sweets, 
brushing 
immediately 
after eating, regular visits to a 
dentist and drinking flouridated 
water. 


Crooked Teeth 


One of the most c o m m o n 
probler' 
with 
children, 
Dr. 
Tweedir said, is malocclusion 
which usually indicates a need 
for orthodontic treatment. 
He 
explained 
that 
crook­ 
ed teeth may have been caused 
by inherited factors, or t h e y 
may have occurred as a result 
of decay in the first set of 
teeth. The size and shape of the 
jaws, the position of the teeth 
and the general growing char­ 
acteristics of individuals are in­ 
herited from their parents, Dr. 
Tweedie said. 
“ The best time for treatment 
of orthodontic problems, wheth­ 
er crooked or protruding teeth 
or receding jawbones, is when 
the child is still growing. At 
this time, the orthodontist can 
use the growing process to help 
him correct dental problems,” 
the doctor said. 
“ Adults can also benefit from 
orthodontic 
treatment. 
Ortho­ 
dontics can be performed at any 
time during a person’s life if 
the bones, teeth and gums are 
healthy.” 


the meeting to consider chang­ 
ing the date of the April 15 elec­ 
tion for board members to co­ 
incide with the April 8 election 
for city councilmen.

Dates for school elections are 
provided for under the educa­ 
tion code, while dates for city 
elections are specified under the 
city charter at different times. 
The council decided to take the 
first step and instructed City 
Attorney Robert Gustaveson to 


prepare the necessary paper­ 
work for a charter change pro­ 
posal in the April 8 election. 
If the change is approved by 
a majority of voters, it will per­ 
mit the council to change the 
general city election from the 
second to third Tuesday in Ap­ 
ril, the same as the school’s. 
As things stand now, there is 
a city primary election, March 
11, the general election April 8, 
an election for board members 
of the Pomona Unified School 
District and the Mt. San Anton­ 
io College district on April 15 
and a city parks and recreation 
bond proposal Oct. 14. 
Supt. 
Winston 
Nelson 
said 
there was a possibility Pomona 
voters would also be asked to 
approve a school bond issue in 
January or February. 
City Clerk Larry Thomas said 
that it costs about $8,000 to hold 
an election for councilmen and 
about $4.000 for bond proposals. 
Nelson said school elections cost 


about $2,500. 
One of the problems faced at 
the meeting is that Pomona, be­ 
ing a charter city, holds elec­ 
tions on odd-numbered years. 
General law cities hold city el­ 
ection 
on 
even - numbered 
years. 
While the board is permitted 
to consolidate its elections, it 
was not made 
legally clear 
whether permission would also 
be needed from the MSAC dist­ 
rict, which includes noncharter 
cities. 
Even if that permission was 
forthcoming, it was pointed out, 
there was a possibility MSAC 
would be having one election to 
coincide with the Pomona dist­ 
rict and city election and anoth­ 
er election for the other cities 
in the district. 
If the charter change is ap­ 
proved, according to Gustave­ 
son, it will not take effect un­ 
til the next general election in 
1971.

Walnut Hears Plans 


For a Sewer System 


WALNUT — The City Council 
and members of the community 
heard 
two 
possible 
Monday 
night plans for the construction 
of a sewer system to serve the 
Gartel area. 
Using detailed maps, City En­ 
gineer Byron Curl described the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of both the improvement plan 
and the reimbursement plan 
developed in an engineering sur­ 
vey. 
Finances for an improvement 
district would be raised through 
bonds. The reimbursement dist­ 
rict would allow an independent 
land owner to construct a sew­ 
er on his own and be reimbur­ 
sed over a period of time by the 
citizens within the district who 
benefited from the service. 
Curl gave an estimated cost 
of $600,000 for the construction 


of the sewer system. 
If the people in the Gartel ar­ 
ea decided in favor of the new 
system, a few of them would 
first petition the City Council. 
The council would then circulate 
an official petition and if 60 per 
cent of the land owners had 
signed work could then begin. 
However, many of the com­ 
munity members in the over­ 
flow audience seemed worried 
that the larger land owners 
would have too much control. 
Others expressed doubt about 
the cost and some even won­ 
dered if the system was needed 
at all, 
City Administrator John Tapp 
said he believes that there is a 
definite need for the new sys­ 
tem. “ The problems with the

Young and Old 
Drag on Nations 


Per capita income or gross national prod­ 
uct are not the only measurements of a 
nation’s economic progress. Another import­ 
ant one is its “dependency ratio.” 
This is the ratio of the population under 
age 15 and over age 65 to the population 
between 15 and 64. 
High dependency ratios are among the 
most serious social and economic problems 
facing the developing countries because they 
mean that a relatively small working popu­ 
lation must support relatively large nonpro­ 
ductive populations at both ends of the age 
scale. The imbalance is caused both by in­ 
creasing life spans and. more importantly, 
by persistently high birth rates. 
Most industrialized countries have de­ 
pendency ratios between 50 and 75. reports 
a recent Statistical Bulletin published by 
Metropolitan Life. Values between 75 and 
100 usually occur in developing countries. 
In Western Europe, ratios vary in range 
from 50 to 61. In South America, by con­ 
trast, they range from about 79 in Chile to 
almost 100 in Colombia. (Argentina is an 
exception with 54.) In Asia. Taiwan has 91, 
compared to only 51 in Japan. 
The United States and Canada are high 
among industrialized countries, with depen­ 
dency ratios averaging close to 70, though 
there is wide variation from state to state 
and province to province. 
The significant thing is that in most in­ 
dustrialized countries (U. S. and Canada ex­ 
cepted), the older dependent population out­ 
numbers the younger. It is the very large 
proportion of the population at ages under 
15 that is the main reason for high de­ 
pendency 
ratios 
in 
the 
underdeveloped 
world. 
Chile, for example, has nine times as 
many people at ages under 15 as at ages 
65 and over; Colombia has 16 times more 
younger than older dependents. In some 
areas of Latin America, youthful dependents 
► comprise almost 45 per cent of the total 
population. 
It is the younger population, not the old­ 
er, that is most dependent, for it is young 
people who require schools, jobs, housing 
and opportunities. It is the increasing de­ 
mand for these “services” which is strain­ 
ing the economic resources and political sta­ 
bility of so many countries.

According to R. C. Page, senior vice pres­ 
ident of the Wachovia Bank and Trust Com­ 
pany of Winston-Salem, N. C„ and a leading 
national authority on wills and trusts, legal 
authorization is as vital as the vital organ 
itself. Since transplants must be made im­ 
mediately after death, any delay could make 
the organ no longer usable. 
The bank has distributed to North Caro­ 
lina attorneys a suggested legal format for 
dealing with anatomical gifts. 
Unfortunately, in some states at the pres­ 
ent time, the law hasn’t « aught up with 
medical science and the wishes of next of 
kin can override those of a deceased. But 
having your intentions down in black and 
and white is certainly not a bad idea.

McNamara Works Hard in World 
Bank, But Needs Congress' Help 


An instance of this widening 
sympathy is the concern non- 
Catholics feel for the problems 
that 
continue 
to 
proliferate 
within the church. Two events 
of last week — the Pope’s de­ 
cision to name no new cardinals 
and the desperate defiance of 
their allegedly racist bishop by 
two priests in Cleveland—seem, 
in a curious way, to concern us 
all. The growing schism within 
the church is perfectly com­ 
prehensible to non - Catholics 
because it is analogous to the 
growing schisms within our uni­ 
versities, our s c h o o l s , our 
homes. 
It was the civil rights move­ 
ment that turned our eyes to­ 
ward the church in a fresh 
sense. 
Anyone 
who 
watched 
young priests and nuns taking 
small Negro children into newly 
integrated s c h o o l s — dodging 
rocks and sometimes bullets — 
had to feel a new respect for 
the awesome power that attach­ 
es to clerical garb. 
The vigorous young c l e r g y 
seemed to feel a new sense of 
mission. The ghetto priest has 
become 
the 
most 
eloquent 
spokesman for the poor. The 
most memorable moments on 
the thousand and one TV docu­ 
mentaries on poverty, slum life 
and racial tension have involved 
the priests and the teaching sis­ 
ters. They do God’s work with 


In all religious life today the 
natural movement is toward ecu­ 
menism. It is also away from 
the absolute authority of Rome.

Completing a year in his new 
job one of America’s most - con- 
corned and controversial figures 
is working with all his old drive 
and, in the Kennedy lexicon, 
vigor. As president of the World 
Bank Robert S. McNamara is 
under nothing like the fierce 
pressures that beat down on him 
in the Pentagon. And yet he 
would not be M cNamara if in 
moving across the river and 
into the comparative quiet of 
the bank he had put controversy 
behind him for a banker’s staid 
and settled life. 
Through the past year he has 
been driving to e x p a n d the 
bank’s activity in loaning money 
to developing nations. At the an­ 
nual meeting last September of 
the bank’s 110 m e m b e r s he 
promised to double the hank’s 
loans both in hard and in soft 
categories through the Interna­ 
tional Development Association. 
But there is a catch to this 
that, as often in his long siege 
in the Pentagon, means a con­ 
frontation with Congress. IDA in 
the frenetic last months of the 
90th Congress was left out in the 
cold. Senate and House failed to 
pass an appropriation of $480,- 
000,000 for a third three - year 
replenishment of the fund for 
the agency that m a k e s soft 
loans to countries so far behind 
in the development parade they 
cannot qualify for hard loans. 


Whether this was simply in­ 
ertia and indifference on the 
port of the Johnson Administra­ 
tion or a sign of a deep - seated 
trend is the subject of an argu­ 
ment that says a lot about this 
critical moment when the old 
order gives way to the new. The 
departing Secretary of 
State, 
Dean Rusk, sees an era of isola­ 
tionism ahead. In his gloomy 
view the American people are 
turning inward and saying no to 
the needs of the impoverished 
nations. 


McNamara 
disagrees 
em ­ 
phatically. He is convinced that, 
if the proper lead comes from 
the top, Congress and the nation 
will carry on responsibility for 
trying to narrow the perilous 
gap between the poor nations 
and the rich nations. One of the 
most challenging statem ents Mc­ 
N am ara made as he played 
Daniel in the lions’ den before 
Congressional Armed Services 
Committees was: this country 
can afford to pay the bill for de­ 
fense large as it is while at the 
same time doing everything that 
has to be done to rehabilitate 
the cities and clean up the en­ 
vironment. 
That brought down on him 
more abuse t h a n anything he 
had previously said or did, un­ 
less it was the TFX p l a n e 
blowup. He repeats it today with 
the sam e air of stern resolve. 
But he adds that we can do it 
if we have the discipline to tax 
ourselves to provide the money. 


By failing to come through 
with IDA’S replenishment the 
United States made it possible 
for every other signatory to the 
IDA 
agreement 
to 
opt 
out. 
Nevertheless, enough countries 
have come forward to m ake a 
total of $200,000,000. West Ger­ 
many put down one - third of 
her pledged contribution, $39,- 
000,000; Britain $51,840,000; and 
Canada her full three - year 
quota of $75,000,000. 
The question now is whether 
the new Congress will redeem 
the pledge to IDA. As with so 
much else in this c a p i t a l in 
transition it depends on the new 
man in the White House. Mc­ 
Namara is confident of the an­ 
swer. 
One of his stoutest allies on 
Capital Hill is Rep. H e n r y 
Reuss of Wisconsin, chairm an 
of international finance on the 
Banking and Currency Commit­ 
tee. Reuss not only got the IDA 


pledge out of Banking and Cur­ 
rency but he helped to round up 
votes in the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee for a favor­ 
able report. 
McNamara could be whistling 
in the dark. A new IDA bill was 
put in early in the session by 
Democratic sponsors in antici­ 
pation of quick action. With no 
organized support spurred by a 
White House initiative it could 
fail without ever really having 
had a chance. 


There would be no disguising 


such a blow. The work of the 
bank w o u l d be greatly im­ 
paired. Equally important Amer­ 
ica’s prestige would suffer a 
severe drop. Cutbacks in Amer­ 
ican foreign aid are having a 
serious impact on development 
programs in India and Pakistan 
where consortium of Western 
powers looks to Washington for 
leadership and a principal source 
of money. If this happens Rusk 
can say, “ You see, I was right.” 
President of an international 
organization, 
McNamara 
does 
not go to Congress to present 
the bank’s case. He must work 
through the Treasury and the 
new hands at the Treasury have 
not yet got around to the prob­ 
lems of IDA and the bank. 
As an activist M cNamara has 
not been twiddling his thumbs 
waiting for a decision. Sale of 
bonds of the World Bank — the 
source of funds for hard loans— 
has doubled. Salesman McNa­ 
m ara pushing his wares in new 
marketing area such as Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia. A year ago 
on his massive desk m the Pen­ 
tagon were the two volumes as 
thick as Sears, Roebuck cata­ 
logues of the annual defense pos­ 
ture statem ent chock - full of 
m ilitary top secrets. While he is 
free of that kind of pressure he 
is nonetheless the challenger do­ 
ing battle for his most deeply 
held beliefs. 


President Nixon, by his visits 
to the House and the Senate 
and his meeting with Congres­ 
sional leaders, is trying to estab­ 
lish a spirit of friendliness which 
might be helpful in the relations 
between a Republican Chief Ex­ 
ecutive 
and 
a 
C o n g r e s s 
which has a Democratic major­ 
ity in both houses. 
Somewhat the sam e situation 
confronted President Eisenhow­ 
er tor six years, but Lyndon 
Johnson, who happened to be 
leader of the Democratic party 
in the Senate, co - operated with 
the White House, particularly on 
foreign policy. 
Mr. Nixon’s difficulty is that 
the committee chairmen in Con­ 
gress — all Democrats — are 
not going to be influenced alto­ 
gether by their party leaders. 
Senator J. William Fulbright, 
Democrat of Arkansas, for in­ 
stance, is a l r e a d y exhibiting 
signs of dissatisfaction because 
the Nixon administration is in 
the main pursuing the same pol­ 
icy with 
respect to Vietnam 
that 
the 
Johnson 
adminis­ 
tration did. 
If a vote were taken, however, 
on whether to support an early 
withdrawal of troops from Viet­ 
nam without regard to the im­ 
pact of such action on other 
parts of Asia, it is hardly likely 
that a majority would be record­ 
ed in favor of such a proposal, 
as there are enough members of 
both parties who do not believe 
in “ peace at any price.” 


There is, of course, no easy 
solution to the Vietnam problem. 
But it has been made more com­ 
plex and difficult to handle by 
reason of the attitude not only 
of some members of Congress 
but of organizations which are 
continuing to carry on anti-war 
demonstrations and are getting 
nationwide publicity. While to 
some people these are merely 
expressions that come under the 
heading of “ free speech,” the 
disturbing fact is that the anti­ 
war groups are doing more to 
prolong the w ar and possibly to 
bring on a m ajor conflict than 
the general public realizes. 
The Paris negotiations, for ex­ 
ample, may be lengthened large­ 
ly because of a mistaken belief 
by the Communists that the 
United States is eager to get out 


of V i e t n a m any way it can. 
Their theory is that America 
hasn't meant what it said when 
three presidents characterized 
the Vietnam conflict as an ef­ 
fort to repel aggression. The 
chances of reaching a settle­ 
ment have in recent weeks been 
described as better than ever 
before. But this is mainly due 
to the conviction in Hanoi that 
the United States is g e t t i n g 
ready to pull out and that all 
the Communists need to do is to 
provide a face - saving device 
for this country. 
Recent comments h e r e arid 
abroad hinting that the United 
States 
is about to withdraw 
some of its troops have encour­ 
aged the North Vietnamese to 
believe that the position of this 
country is weakening. President 
Nixon drew attention on Mon­ 
day to the risks and dangers in­ 
volved in g i v i n g a wrong im­ 
pression about American policy. 
He said, in his news conference, 
that he does not think it is help­ 
ful “ to make overly optimistic 
statem ents which, in effect, may 
impede and perhaps might make 
very difficult our negotiations 
in Paris.” 


President Johnson, in an arti­ 
cle published this week in “ the 
Readers’ Digest,” made a dec­ 
laration which is undoubtedly 
supported 100 per cent by Presi­ 
dent Nixon. Mr. Johnson said; 
“ In summ ary, we w e n t to 
fight in Vietnam because Asia’s 
future was threatened by ag­ 
gression. My profoundest hope 
is that America’s resistance in 
Vietnam will discourage future 
aggressors. 
“ We must realize that if word 
were to go out that the United 
States is abdicating its stabili­ 
zing role — and playing such a 
role does not mean that mislead­ 
ing slogan, ‘policing the world* 
— it would simply invite ag­ 
gression by those who need lit­ 
tle invitation now.” 
So it becomes apparent that a 
very critical situation soon may 
face the United States outside 
of Vietnam, as various countries 
read statements in the press 
which imply that this country
